A dispatch from Simla, dated Novem¬ 
ber 10th reported that Col. Tonnochy, 
commanding the fourth column of the 
British expedition engaged in putting 
down, the uprising of the Waalri tribes¬ 
men on the Afghan frontier, found a 
strong tower at Gumatti, held by six 
outlaws, who refused to surrender. The 
sheila from the British gune made little 
improeaion on the tort till evening, when 
the tower was stormed, end nil of Ita 
defenders were killed. The British looses 
were comparatively heavy. Colonel 
Tonpochy was mortally woufided and 
has since died. Capt. White, of the 
Third Slkha, waa killed while leadlnr 
the ktorming party, and Captains Davies 
and Houston and Lieut. Airy and eight 
of the native troops were wounded. The 
tower was rased. Gen. Bgerton arrived 
at Shiva on November 18th and captured 
the headman and several of the villagers. 
Col. McRae, commanding the first 
column, signalled from gpinwan on Mon¬ 
day that he'had surprised and captured 
the village and had taken 250 prison¬ 
ers. Some war munitions alto fell into 
the hands of the first column.

GIVEM HIS DECISIOH 


I Milt Fay Damages - Qnextloa 
«f JirUdltUon—The Claim. 
of Victorian*. 


(Aaaorlated PVeaa.) 

The Hague, Nov. 28.—Profemor A»- 
W. the Dutch Jurist who haa been arbi¬ 
trating the claim# of American realera 
for the eelxnree of their rxe a e l n by the 
Ruslan government about ten jraara ago, 
haa delivered hie award to fare* of the 
United State*. 

Ha appraise# the damage in the case 
of the American schooner O. H. White 
At 882,4*4. In the caw of the James 
Hamilton Lewi, at *28,888, the Kate 
and Anna at *1,488, and the Cape Horn 
Pigeon at *88,780. 

Profeasor Aooer delivered hie Judg¬ 
ment to the arbitration court to the pre¬ 
sence of the representative# of the Unit- 
ad State* and of Ruasia and othera, in¬ 
cluding the foreign minister of , the 
Netherlands, Dr. Van I-y mien. In giv¬ 
ing hi# reason* for the award. Professor 
Araer held that the schooner C, H. 
White was seised outside Russian terri¬ 
torial waters, and that the Russian con¬ 
tention that a warship of poo nation 
waa privileged to pursue beyond the 
boundaries of its territorial teas a ship 
of another nation guilty of Illegal action 
within these waters was on tenable. The 
arbitrator declared that the Jurisdiction 
of the state could not extend beyond Its 
territorial waters, except by special 
treaty. Tbe aeiaure and confiscation of 
tbe C. H- White and the imprisonment 
of her crew war therefore illegal, and 
Rnaala condemned to pay the C. H. 
WhUe *82,444, with interest at fi pet 

TTie dtepote wae the anhject of pro¬ 
tracted negotiation*, reuniting In an 
agreement In 1800 between Count 
Iwxtedurtr, acting minister of foreign af- 
falra for Rnaala. and Herlwrt H. D. 
Peirce, United flutes charge d'affitiree 
at 8t Pateftbnrg. designating Prof. 
Aaser, ■ member of the Oeoncil of 
State at the Netherlands, as arbitAtor. 
Professor Aseer. at the.Hague where 
tho case was heard, decided on June 
80th. ]902, that the average annual 
catch should form the basis on which 
damages should be swarded, which was 
exactly the contention advanced by Mr. 
Peirce, who waa the advocate for the 
United States government. Tbe decis¬ 
ion curried with ' It the opinion of the 
court that Rnaala must pay damages, 
and only left for fnrther argument the 
pom due in eeeh ease. t 

Victoria Claims Unsettled. 

The above, while it does not directly 
affect local sealers, will for all be taken 
na good news, indicating that the claims 
of the sealed are fair and deserving of 
settlement. None of the vcassia men¬ 
tioned above tailed from thla port, hot 
there were a number of Canadian ves¬ 
sel* which were seized at the nine time, 
which have like dolma against the Rus¬ 
sian government still unpaid. Only two 
of the British schooners taken prisoner 
to 1882 received any compensation, these 
being the Willie MacGowan and the 
Ariel, The former waa awarded a little 
aver *21,008. The Gxrmollte waa a third 
schooner which wija taken the same 
year. She belonged to Captain Chat. 
Haekott £ Company, of this citv, and 
was seined 25 miles east of Copper 
island. She waa overhauled by a Rus¬ 
sian cruiser on ths 25th of August, and 
had 680 skins on hoard at the time. The 
othera of the aeiaed fieri were the Maria, 
the Olsen, Vancouver Belle and the 
Arannah. All bnt tho Vancouver Belle 
were owned in (hit city. The Belle waa 
owned In Vaneonver. The Olaen be¬ 
longed to Alex Mnnro £ Company. Bhe 
had 877 skina on board, while tho'Arn- 
nnah also had a good nnmber of pelts 
when captured and placed to charge of 
a prize crew. 

All the schooners were taken to Vladt- 
voato ck or Petpaulovoskt, where their 
craws were subjected to tho roughest 
kind of treatment They were imprison¬ 
ed to places unfit tor persons to enter, 
let alone stay In. and daring their con¬ 
finement were fed on nothing but hard 
tack. Tbe vessel* were confiscated, and 
only the Rosie Olaen ever returned, flhe 
was sent back with the crew* of all, to 
charge of Captain Copp. 

For these indignities and severe losses 
which the seltures represented the own- 
era of the schooners at once sought re¬ 
dress. The cases were taken up by Col¬ 
lector Milne and exhaustively gone into. 
Months of painstaking work were spent 
by that official In preparing the itate- 
raeqt of tbe claims. They were for¬ 
warded to Ottawa and In torn sent on 
to London and thence to St. Peteraborg. 
All applied for damages aggregating to 
each case from fifty to sixty thousand 
dollars. The claims of the ’Willie Mac¬ 
Gowan and Ariel, aa stated, were set¬ 
tled, the money after eome years of de¬ 
lay haring hem Bent on to Collector 
Milne for distribution, bnt beyond thla 
nothing haa ever teen heard Two yeare 
ago Mr. Milne was adriaed of the death 
of tha arbitrator appointed to report on 
the claims, and It Is supposed that some 
delay waa occaasloned to consequence. 

The American claims now settled, 
however, glee reasonable assurance thnt 
something will be dene by the Russian 
government in compensating local seal¬

OUTBREAK OF DISEASE. 


Most 'Stringent Measures Necessary to 
Prevent Serious 8courge. 


Venesuela Preparing to* Satisfy Finan¬ 
cial and Diplomatic Claims of 
Powers. 


Boston. Mass., Nov. 28.—The cattle 
bureau of the state board of agriculture 
has received about 100 individual re¬ 
ports regarding the presence of the 
feet end mouth contagion, which has 
caused the secretary of agriculture to 
prohibit the ex porta t ion «of cattle from 
Boston, and to establish a quarantine of 
cattle, sheep and swine in New Eng¬ 
land. 

It is admitted the action of Secretary 
Wilson in closing the port of Boston to 
cattle, shipments 1s a matter of great 
importance to transportation companies, 
bnt in view of the serious nature of the 
infection and the difficulty in extermin¬ 
ating it, the step is considered the only 
safe one. 

Concerning the highly-contagiouii char¬ 
acter of the disease. Dr. Austin Peters, 
chairman of the state cattle bureau says: 
“Cattle passing over the same road 
traversed by'infected cattle will contract 
the disease. Only the most stringent 
quarantine will prevent a scourge hither¬ 
to unknown in thbr'oountry.’* 

The closing of the Brighton stock 
yards, the principal ones in New Eng¬ 
land, by the state board of agriculture 
will canse an .interruption to traffic 
which, under ordinary curcimstances, ag¬ 
gregate* .TOO to 700 head of cattle daily.

Bernier 
has offered to build and equip bU ves¬ 
sel foi* the North Pole expedition In 
Victoria If the city council will assist 
him, the following regarding the plans 
of Dr. Nansen will prore of interest. 

A Christiania, Norway, dispatch says* 
“Dr. Fridjof Nansen, the Arctic ex¬ 
plorer, announces that n polar expedi¬ 
tion under command of Captain Amunda¬ 
den will start in 1908 for King William 
Land (east coast of Greenland) and will 
proceed thence for Behring Strait. Pro¬ 
fessor Schmidt, of Berlin, characterises 1 
the expedition as the most Important 
task in the domain of terrestrial magnet-

The expedition which la .briefly out¬ 
lined in the dispatch Is apparently one 
cf the most ambitious and daring of 
the many that hare been sent north la 
‘the effort to reach tho Pole. The ex¬ 
pedition U evidently planned to take a 
1 onto that has never before been at¬ 
tempted. 

While the dispatch does not aay that 
the expedition is deeignyl to reach the 
Pole, nevertheless if Capt. Amundsden 
is able to follow out the route which 
ia projected, it will take him almost di¬ 
rectly across the Pole. King William 
Land, which is a portion of the east 
coast of Greenland juat north of the 
75th parallel, is one of the moat inac¬ 
cessible portions of the Arctic region. 
Very little is known of that part of the i 
great ice-capped continent that has been 
so frequently explored by Lieut. Peary. 
Great fields of ice grind continually up¬ 
on the east coast, and few expeditions 
have ever made s landing there. Green¬ 
land’s coast north from King William 
Land to Independence Bay, which is the 
farthest point that Peary reached when 
he determined the insularity of Green¬ 
land in 1892, ia wholly unknown. 

A glance at a map of the polar re - 1 
p.tons shows that if Captain Ambnds- 
deo lays a course from King William 
IgCJid to Behring Strait be must first 
travel due north until he rounds the 
most northerly point of the archipelago 
which Jie% to the north of Greenland. 
From that point a straight course to 
Behring Sea would take him within less 
than a hundred milee of tho Pole. A 
line so drawn would pass through 
thousands of miles of an unexplored 
eea. How far north ho would have to 
go before rounding the archipelago no¬ 
body knows, for Peary himself never 
reached the most northern point. He 
simply knew that there were islands 
stretching away toward the north, but 
l;cw far was only conjecture. 

It is difficult to understood how Cap¬ 
tain Amundsden will be able to make 
this trip. If he figures on getting into 
s polar drift it must be one which 
would carry him iu an almoat opposite 
direction to the course taken by Nan¬ 
sen in the Fram seven or eight years 
Of, o. Dr. Nansm’s expedition de¬ 
pended' entirely upon the drift of the 
ice, He steamed eastward along the 
northern coast qf Siberia nearly as far 
as the new Siberia Islands, where his 
ship entered the icefloe, from which it 
did not emerge for about three years. 

Nansen’s drift took him steadily 
northward and • westward to a point 
where he realised that the ship was not 
likely Jo got much nearer the Pole. 
Then hV made hi* famous sledge journey. 
Hie ship continued her drift, passing 
rbout midway between the Pole and 
Frans Josef Island, and when uorth of 
Spitsbergen began to drift almost due 
KOUth. She emerged from the ice pack 
VWt of Spitsbergen and sailed home. 

This Inlter portion of her drift was in 
an exactly opposite direction from the 
course which Amundsden now pro¬ 
poses to take, several hundred milee to 
»uu westward. The ice drift, as,.near 
r.s could be determined, from this voy- 
ngo and others, was southward be- 
tnffen Spitsbergen and King William 
Lund. A strong westward movement 
has Always been noticed, however, and 
this fact has made the eastern coast 
of Greenland so continually ic© bound 
ax to bo almost impossible of naviga¬ 
tion. 

Amtindsdon’s cotiriie, if he succeeds 
in rounding the Greenland archipelago, 
would take him north of Greeiy’s far¬ 
thest, established in 1S82. If he suc¬ 
ceeded iu progressing toward Behring 
Ptialt he would also pass far to the 
north of the scene of Peary’s most re¬ 
cent exploration, and weald enter into 
nn unknown waste jot ice-covered sea. 

The territory lying between the Foie 
and Behring Strait is the least known 
of any portion of the Arctic region. 
There Is a great area of thousand* and 
thousand* of square miles into, which 
110 explorer has ewer penetrated. At¬ 
tempt* have been made to reach the 
Pole by going In the other direction 
through Behring Strait* but ns explorer 
ha* ever attained a high northing by 
that route. DeLong passed through 
Behring Strait in the ill-fated Jeanette, 
but hi* ship took a western course 
along the Siberian coast, and waa lost

What return 
has been made to them by the foreigner 
for the advantage which the foreigner 
has derived from their tariff? The ex¬ 
ports from Canada to foreigners have 
decreased 40 per cent., while the exporta 
from foreigners to Canada have, as I 
have said, largely increased. On the 
other hand, in spite of the tariff, in spite 
of everything in the natural course of 
trade and communication, the exports 
to the United Kingdom have increased 
8ft per cent, in jl5 years, and the net 
result, which I desire to impress upon 
you, is that in spile of the preference 
which Canada has given us, their tariff 
has pressed, and still presses, with the 
greatest severity, upon its best custom¬ 
er, and has favored the foreigner who is 
constantly doing his best to shut * out 
her goods.

Mr. Chamberlain's idea of self-support¬ 
ing, commercially self-contained Empire 
has created a good deal of anxiety as to 
its possible developments. ltvhas not 


the privileges and advantages of Em¬ 
pire. We see now that all other nations 
rre also arming to the teeth. I want 
you to conaider for a moment what la 
the present position of the smaller na¬ 
tions with whom in population you may 
more closely compare yourselves. What 
is the position of such nations In Europe 
as Greece, the Balkan States, or Hol¬ 
land, or the South American Republics? 
iWhy, gentlemen, they are absolutely in¬ 
dependent nations, accordingly they 
have to bear burdens for their military 
or naval defences, or for both, as tlie 
ense may be, to which yours bears no 
proportion whatever. I point out to yon, 
therefore, that In the clash of nations you 
Luve hitherto derived great advantage, 
oven from a purely material standpoint, 
from being a part of a great Empire. 
Bnt the privileges which we enjoy in¬ 
volve corresponding obligation*. The re¬ 
sponsibilities must, be reciprocal and 
must be shared in common, and I do not 
think that any empire may be said fo 
be on a sure foundation which is not 
based upon Recognised community of 
sacrific?s. Gentlemen, I h-rve, perhaps, 
in soiue of my remarks, gone a little be- 
ytnd my province, but I rely upon yonr 
kindness to excuse It. I thought i t de¬ 
sirable in opening this conference that 
so me observations of a general charac¬ 
ter should be put before you, in order 
that you might see. as it were, into the 
minds of the Imperial government. 1 
do not knotf how far you will be pre¬ 
pared to proceed to-day with our do- 
Hberations. I imagine, at all events, you 
Will reserve all di scussion hi detail to a 
subsequent period, and 1 shall be much 
Obliged, if that is the case, if you would 
arrange with me what dates and what 
hears would be most convenient to yon 
for on? meetings, and auy other matters 
connected with the conduct of the con¬ 
ference which you would desire to bring 
forward. 

LONDON PRESS COMMENT. 

(The Times.) 

The summary of resolutions and re¬ 
sults, which in some cases would pro¬ 
perly bo regarded os by far the most 
important portion of the document, may 
perhaps strike the reader as somewhat 
meagre and, inconclusive. But we have 
to remember that the conference was 
in the nature of a preliminary inter¬ 
change of views upon novel subjects; 
that the subjects themselves are of a 
very difficult and complicated nature; 
that no real advance can be made ex¬ 
cept through the education of' public 
opinion in communities living under dis¬ 
similar conditions; and that those who 
took pert in the discussion had no pow¬ 
ers to formulate concrete proposals. If 
these things be duly borne in mind it 
will be seen that definite agreements on 
practical measures were not to be look¬ 
ed for; that the resolutions and results 
show a satisfactory unanimity upon gen¬ 
eral principles; aud that the chief value 
of the discussion is to be sought In its 
educative influence, primarily upon those 
directly concerner,. and, secondarily, up- | 
on the communities they represent. We j 
may note generally a disposition to 
recognize more fully than before the 
duty of the colonies to contribcte to the 
defences of tlr? Empire. On the com 
mercial side there is a general agree¬ 
ment as to the desirability of free trade 
within the Empire, coupled, of course, 
with full recognition of the fact that we 
must bo content for a long Ume to come 
with snch approximation to that ideal 
as circumstances will permit. . . Mr. 
Chamberlain pointed out with admir¬ 
able lucidity the weight of the burden 
of Imperial defence that lies upon the 
Mother Country, a burden which would 
be enormously lightered were we con¬ 
cerned only with our defence and the de¬ 
fence of our own trading interests. The 
whole trade of the Empire, much of it 
contributing not a penny to the wealth 
of this country, rests upon the Im¬ 
perial navy. Naval and military pre¬ 
parations cost the United Kingdom at 
the rate of 29s. 3d. per head per annum. 
In Canada the corresponding burden is 
2 b. per head; in New South Wales 3*. 
5d.; in Victoria 3s. 3d.; in New Zealand 
3s. 4d: It cannot be contended tbat this 
is a fair distribution of a common bur¬ 
den. Mr. Chamberlain asked our inde- 
pendent and self-governing colonies, I 
owing their secure independence to the 
Imperial navy, to consider the harden 
imposed upon small nations like them¬ 
selves wh’o have to maintain their own 
independence. It is a very heavy one 
in all cases, certainly much heavier than 
would be laid upon any component part 
of the British Empire, even were con¬ 
tributions' per head made uniform 
throughout. Mr. Chamberlain fully re- 
cogni/ts the immense advantage that 
would accruo to all, were it possible to 
make the Empire , self-supporting. It 
lias the capacity to become bo, since 
there is hardly any necessary or even 
luxury which cannot be produced some¬ 
where under the British flag.- But it 
has to be admitted that In some of oar 
colonies the '"development of resources 
does not proceed with the rapidity that 
might be desired. That development is 
undoubtedly hampered by fiscal arrange^ 
ir.ents very little suited to encourage ex¬ 
pansion; and, until means are found to 
modify these in the direction of greater 
freedom of trade, there is little chance 
of the intn-Imperinl market growing to 
anything like the extent abstractly pos¬ 
sible. An appendix dealing with onr 
Canadian trade illustrates in rather a 
curious way how little may result even 
from liberal preferential treatment when 
the general fiscal arrangements are 
highly protective. . Notwithstanding a 
preference of 33 1-3 per cent, on British^ 
goods, the ad valorem burden upon onr 
exports to Canada is actually higher 
than tho ad valorem burden borne by 
general trade with other countries send¬ 
ing go-ids Into Canada. Taken as a 
whole, our exports to Canada pay 18 
per cent, nd valorem, in spite of prefer¬ 
ence; while American goods poy, on tho 
whole, only 12 per cent., and the burden 
upon til Canadian imports taken to¬ 
gether is 10 per cent.

Conference Not a Failure. 

(The Standard, Conservative.) 

There was undoubtedly, in some quar¬ 
ters, a feeling of disappointment at what 
•were supposed to be the scanty results 
of this Imperial convention. The repre¬ 
sentatives of the Mother Counts? and 
those of the self-governing colonies had 
atsembled at downing street in an-at¬ 
mosphere of buoyant and sanguine an¬ 
ticipation. The South African war had 
just been concluded, and the coronation 
of the King was believed to be close at 
hand. It was not unnaturally hoped that 
striking and far-reachiug results would 
immediately ensue on the discussions of 
the ministers of the Empire held under 
such favorable auspices. Mr. Chamber¬ 
lain's eloquent opening address to the 
delegates, may have done something to

"Shires of Greater Britain.” 

($t. James's Gazette, Conservative.) 

The speech in which Mr. Chamberlain 
opened the proceedings placed before the 
assembled "barons and councillors” a 
plain laaue. We are not playing at fed¬ 
eration, be said in effect: we do not want 
yonr aid. “The weary Titan staggers 
under the too vast orb of his fate. We 
have borne the burden for many years. 
We thiuk it time onr children should as¬ 
sist us to support it.” Sir Wilfrid Lau- 
rier, in a speech quoted by the Colonial 
Secretary, laid down the condition on 
which the colonies would be prepared to 
render that assistance. "If you want 
our aid call us to your counsels,” he 
said. Therefore, the first resolution of 
the conference established the Wltenage- 
mote of the Empire. Not in itt final 
form, of coarse, but just as its 8axon 
forerunner developed from folkmote 
and shiremote by calling their wise 
men to take counsel with the 
King, so the free parliaments of 
the Empire will once in four years 
send their premiers to take counsel with 
the constitutional representative of His 
Majesty. As the parliament of Britain 
grew from the one, so will the parlia¬ 
ment of the Empire grow from each 
other. We like the fine expansive view 
which regards Canada and Australia as 
shires of Greater Britain. 

The idea, indeed, cannot be pressed too 
far without running up against the na¬ 
tional sentimeut of the various colonies, 
which we are as anxious as they are to 
foster. It is more distinctive to be a 
man of Canada than a man of Kent, 
that we do not deny; though it is not 
more distinctive than it was iu the days 
of the Heptarchy to be a Mercian or a 
man of Wessex; less, indeed, for the 
Mercians and men of Wessex differed in 
race. Bnt the conception of the colonies 
as shires of the Empire aids us, at any 
rate, in one matter of greatest import¬ 
ance. Tariffs between the states of the 
Empire thus take the nature of the most 
hateful form of impost, the octroi, and 
any modification of them by way of pre¬ 
ferential treatment should win the sup¬ 
port of the sturdiest 1 Cobdenite. While 
the states of the Empire have their sep¬ 
arate exchequer*—and that will be, we 
take it, as long as the EAipire exists—it 
will obviously be necessary that customs 
duties should be maintained for revenue 
purposes, and the more goods they take 
from them and they from ns, the less* 
possible will it be to abolish them en¬ 
tirely as between the Mother Country' 
and her daughter states. The proposals 
to which the colonial premiers are to 
make to their respective parliaments on 
the question of tariffs are, however, a 
notable step forward. The principle of 
preferential treatment is accepted by all, 
though Australia makes no definite pro¬ 
posal, and the amount offered by other 
colonies differs considerably. Canada 
and New Zealand go so far as to under¬ 
take to raise their duties against the for¬ 
eigner. As a return, the Mother Country 
undertakes to consider the exemption of 
the colonies in the imposition of future 
taxation and to give them preferential 
treatment in the issue of all government 
contracts. True to the genius of the 
race; also, arrangements have been en¬ 
tered into whereby we may "drive the 
road and bridge the ford" by provision 
for the Imperial ownership of telegraphic 
cables, by cheap postage of newspapers 
and periodicals, and by a revision of mall 
contracts securing cheap freights for 
British goodsl Most important, too, is 
the resolution which determines to regard 
trade between Great Britain and the 
colonies ns coastwise trade, and to close 
in to ships of those nations whose cor¬ 
responding trade is confined to ships of 
their own flag.

This, of Itself, was not unimportant; but 
Mr. Soddon had something bigger In 
view. Proceeding to Fiji with much

New Zealand's "Fixed Policy.’* 

But this is hj the wajv The reel 
point is whether the Imperial govern- 
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encourage' such expectation*. Though he 
was careful to point out that any move¬ 
ment for closer organic union must orig¬ 
inate with the colonies themselves, he 
invited the statesmen who were onr 
guests to formulate proposals for 
strengthening the political, as well as the 
commercial and military, ties between 
the constituent portions of the Empire. 
"In my opinion,” said Mr. Chamberlain, 
"the political federation of the Empire 
is within the limits of possibility,” and, 
though the substantive proposal for what 
is called a sollverein was not mentioned, 
the Colonial Secretary pressed strongly 
upon his hearers the advisability of coo- 
sidering the free interchange of com¬ 
modities. On Imperial defence, too, a 
comprehensive scheme was foreshadow¬ 
ed. In all this there b no doubt that 
Mr. Chamberlain was correctly inter* 
prating the sentiment of his countrymen, 
who were prepared to go far In the direc¬ 
tion of joining hands for all purposes 
with the people of the daughter! and*. 
The brief report of the resolutions of 
congress seemed rather a chilUngraeqnel 
to these inspiring preliminaries. The 
question of political relations was not 
discussed, thongh it was decided that 
the colonial conference should be held 
regularly at triennial iatervals. On Im¬ 
perial defence some acceptable offers 
were made by the colonies, but no gen¬ 
eral and systematic scheme, such as had 
been suggested by the war office and the 
admiralty, was adopted. The treatment

A Governor’s Attitude. 

Apparently some were persuaded, for 
since then there has been a movement In 
the group in the direction of Mr. Sed- 
don's views. This was stimulated, rath¬ 
er than checked, by the Draconian ac¬ 
tion of Sir George O’Brien, who was 
the governor of the islands at the time. 

Bir George was of opinion that, for the 
present at any rate, the continuation of 
the existing Crown colony system was 
desirable, and he therefore set himself 
resolutely against the movement. One 
of the first steps was the passing .by 
the Legblative Council of IIji of an or¬ 
dinance proscribing political agitation. 

This council, it should be explained, con¬ 
sists of six official members and six un¬ 
official, nominated by the crown, and 
presided over by the governor. 

The ordinance, however, was of short 
duration. Mr. Chamberlain had his at¬ 
tention directed to it by a qneetioo in 
the Hons of Commons, and on his in¬ 
structions, it was repealed. 

Prosperous Fiji.

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Sometimes, when snugly seated in our 
| armchair , and comfortable among onr 
books, we are more or less rudely dla- 
! turbed by a puff of wind that ruffles our 
hair, flutters the pages of our reading, 
and causes general if but momentary dis¬ 
may. 

You may not know it, but I have long 
lxen aware that tMh disturbance was 
caused by the presence of tho Spirit of 
Death, jealous of our bookish oblivion, 
end intent on urging his reality through 
our defying absorption. 

We clutch so near to the skirts ofcim¬ 
mortality fin our libraries) that Asrael, 
perforce of his own belief In what the 
substance is and what the shadow, 
strikes, from time to time across our 
open pages, and while we read—the book ! 
iu blank. 

In such wise and for this reason (I 
think) Frank Norris has departed sud- , 
denly, and so we are transplanted for a 
season from a certain self complacent an¬ 
ticipation to a period of bewilderment— 
of that dull and subduing wonder that 
seeks no answer to its questioning. 

Thre* years ago* I met Norris (his 
work) info.mally and by chance, as it 
has been my happy fortune to do with 
many of my modern favorites: Witness 
“2” whose “Troy Town” discovered 
itself to me in the tented bush, R. 
Ollivant, whose glorions “Bob, son of 
Battle,” caught my eye and trapped my 
sool from the wrappings of a work-a-day 
* ”* whose 


happiness, and “McTaagus” came under 
this negative classification. 

It won so evidently/the result of a pro¬ 
found -admiration fob the genius and 
methods of Zola, without denying the 
fulness of its Individuality, that I cen¬ 
sured Norris with tne same regret that 
tinges my dislike of the French author- 
regret that the rvdflstic determination 
to call a spade a made, so often con¬ 
fines his work to tf jdeturing of that 
ignoble earth weapon, instead of lend¬ 
ing him on, as It kfmuid, to a dne ap- 
1 :< elation of the soulful steam shovel. 

Nothing of the stegm shovel in “Mc- 
Teague.” Steam beer and ghastly 
realism, nothing more. So I put the 
book aside aud did not realise that the 
power and the promise were still there, 
and that the young author was yet 
seeking his way. “McTeague” was a 
scout. On the wrong trail, that was all. 

Soon after this I read with dislike on 
amazingly self-confident

That settled Mr. Norris In my mind.

I par- 
chased and opened ]£ with prejudicial 
condemnation. 

And I read "The Octopus.” 

I w is in a slightly, melancholy mind 
that evening, solitary, in a large hotel, 
end somewhat lonely—I am not always 
lonely—and the book ran right Into my 
heart from the first* page. 

I do not remember whether I read all 
night, j-or whether I finished the story 
before breakfast, bot.it pervaded me for 
a full week. 

Realistic—realistic throughout with 
true realism—real, people, real hopes, 
dcrires, dreams and disappointment. 

Tho spade was there, the crude iron 
spade, the naked earth and the animal 
passions that underlie all effort. 

But from these there grew, as never 
with Zola, the gigantic machines by 
which we rise from muok digging to 
world building. 

From the spade to the mightly har¬ 
vesting of a million acres—where the 
tracked brown earth, always La Terri 
with Zola—moistened; and subdned. 
yields to the mystery of life, gives birth 
to tho glorious green 1 of spring. The 
wonderful wheat that 'flowers and mel¬ 
lows and falls—to feed, the world. 

And so with human love, springing 
from restless desire And culminating, 
here with a life vision, there with a 
realization of dual unity and elsewhere^ 
ulas, with disaster, crushing, inflexible. 

It is a disastrous st4fy, but one not to 
be avoided, and best read when it la 
truly told, and though It leaves you 
gasping at the finish, you are the better 
for the reading, and your heart Is 
kindlier, even In its Ipclination to the 
soul of the Octopus. 

Had I time, I might dilate upon tho 
technical cleverness of this wonderful 
work. Instead, I will briefly state that* 
what pleased me most were its imperfec¬ 
tions, for by these I judged that wnen 
time had given him greater knowledge 
ond practice had refined his intuitive 
ekill Frank Norris would write a book 
that would a a far surpass this, as this 
“McTeague,” and one auch stride would 
have put him in advance of all his blo¬ 
tters nod. slaters In ar*. But he la dend. 
aiiu though I have not seen his last 
work, which I believe is yet unpublish¬ 
ed In book form, It is not likely that his 
thirty odd years of life had brought 
him to his full growth.
